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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The indicated allowability of claims 1 -3, 7-9 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to Loesch et al. Rejections based on the newly cited 
reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-2, 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Loesch et al. in view of Girard. 

The patents to Loesch and Girard show fishing line releases and signal devices. 
Loesch shows two fingers 16, 17 arranged for holding a fishing line 21 when in the 
closed position. Loesch shows the fingers capable of rotating together in the closed 
position since both fingers are pivotally mounted 18, 19 in block or strap 14. Finger 16 
is made from a ferrous metal. Loesch shows a means for opening the fingers when 
tension is applied to the fishing line being a stationary magnet 24 (the magnet is 
considered to be stationary since the magnet is mounted on in a set position on arm 
17). Loesch shows a stop 23 on strap 14 to separate the arms when tension is applied 
to the fishing line. The patent to Loesch does not show a fishing reel. The patent to 
Girard shows a fishing signal device with a line release having a fishing rod 1 1 and reel 
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12. In reference to claim 1 , it would have been obvious to provide Loesch with a fishing 
reel and rod as shown by Girard connected to line 21 of Loesch for the purpose of 
playing the fish. In reference to claim 2, Loesch shows a rotating structure 14, 16, 17, 
18, 19. In reference to claim 7, Loesch shows the magnet 24 is positioned to attract a 
closer one of the fingers since the finger 16 is closer to the signal 22 and no frame of 
reference is stated. In reference to claim 8, Girard shows a fishing rod and reel with a 
signal device. It would have been obvious to mount the signal device of Loesch on the 
rod and reel of Girard since merely one signal device is being substituted for another 
and the function is the same. In reference to claim 9, Loesch shows a bite alarm 22 
triggered when the fishing line is released. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patent to Mihaly et al. shows a bite detector mounted on a 
fishing rod.
